Scarce. 

5061 NGC 1865 two-cent piece MS 63 Brown, mottled brown 
color; 1883 With Cents Liberty nickel PR 63; and a 1913-S 
Type One Buffalo nickel MS 64. (Total: 3 coins) 

5062 NGC 1865 MS 65 Brown. Well struck with glossy brown 
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surfaces and small bits of original red color still to be seen 
underneath the brown patina on each side. 

5063 PCGS 1865 MS 64 Red. Sharply struck with even, original 
orange-red color. A good buy on a 19th century copper coin 
with full color. 

5064 PCGS 1865 MS 66 Red. A pristine two-cent piece that is 
problem-free and shows bright orange-red color that is 
evenly matched from side to side. Only 16 pieces have been 
so graded by PCGS according to their July Population 
Report with 2 finer. 

5065 PCGS 1867 MS 64 Red and Brown. A nice, lustrous coin 
with slight browning. Well struck. 

5066 PCGS 1868 MS 64 Red and Brown. Much of the original 
fiery red luster can still be seen around the peripheries on 
each side. A trifle softly struck in the centers however. 

5067 PCGS 1871 MS 62 Brown. 

5068 PCGS 1872 MS 63 Brown. A significant coin for the date 
collector. Only 65,000 pieces were struck, making this and 
the Small Motto the two key business strike issues in the 
series. This is a clean coin that only shows a small planchet 
flake out of the obverse. There are subdued glimmers of red 
still to be seen scattered around the devices on each side. 


PROOF TWO-CENT PIECES 

5069 PCGS 1866 PR 63 Brown. While labeled as a brown coin, 
one can find much of the original red luster on each side and 
it is intensified by the mirrored flash from the proof fields. 

5070 PCGS 1867 PR 64 Red. Glittering surfaces with subtle 
orange and lilac highlights. A tiny planchet flaw is visible to 
the right of the second S in STATES. 

5071 PCGS 1870 PR 64 Brown. Subdued color with a couple of 
small obverse carbon spots. 

5072 NGC 1871 PR 63 Brown. Subdued reflectivity in the fields. 

5073 PCGS 1872 PR 64 Red and Brown. Mottled olive gold 
surfaces, with some lemon yellow iridescence visible about 
the devices. 

5074 NGC 1873 Open 3 PR 64 Red and Brown. One of the 
rare restrikes of 1873, and as such several times scarcer 
than the originals. This piece shows the virtually diagnostic 
weakness on the lower horizontal shield lines. The color is 
almost full red, showing very little mellowing on either side. 
The fields have good reflectivity and overall does not have 
the look of a carelessly made coin as do some of the 
restrikes. One of only 6 pieces certified as such by NGC 
(7/92) with only 8 in higher grades. 


THREE-CENT SILVER 

5075 PCGS 1851 MS 64. The light olive patina over both sides 
and the deeper accents of red and blue around the 
peripheries give this coin a look of undeniable originality. 

5076 NGC 1851 MS 64. Lustrous and lightly toned. 

5077 NGC 1851-0 MS 64. The 1851-0 is the only mintmarked 
three-cent silver and as such hats long been the object of 
great collector demand. This piece is slightly toned on the 
obverse but shows an incredible array of multi-colored 
iridescence on the reverse. Highly lustrous. One of only 30 
pieces to have been so graded by PCGS (6 92). 

5078 PCGS 1851-0 MS 65. The 1851-0 is the only 
mintmarked three-cent silver in the series and additionally 
it is one of the scarcest of all dates. As such it has always 


been the subject of great interest for collectors. Only 14 
coins have been certified in MS 65 condition with only 1 
finer. This is a lustrous coin with attractive toning over 
both sides. 

5079 PCGS 1853 three-cent silver MS 61. lustrous and lightly 
toned; and an 1868 three-cent nickel MS 62. iTotal: 2 coins) 

5080 NGC 1853 Type One MS 65. Fully struck in all areas with 
finely granular surfaces and excellent luster. Just a hint of 
light color on the obverse, otherwise brilliant. 

5081 ANACS 1857 Type Two MS 60. Lustrous and lightly toned 
although a bit irregularly struck. An affordable Type Two 
three-cent silver in mint condition. 

5082 PCGS 1857 Type Two MS 64. Very sharply struck 
throughout and toned in deeper shades of russet and brown. 
One of only 35 pieces that have been so graded by PCGS 
(6/92). 

5083 NGC 1858 Type Two MS 64. Extremely sharp throughout, 
unlike many Type Two trimes, and exhibiting sparkling 
mint luster and occasional splashes of golden color. 

5084 NGC 1858 Type Two MS 64. A sharply defined example of 
this scarce type. Lightly die clashed on the reverse. Deeply 
toned and evenly matched on each side. 

5085 PCGS 1860 MS 64. Milky steel violet toning atop frosty, 
boldly struck surfaces. The second year of the Type Three 
design and by far the scarcest of the 1859-1862 dates in 
uncirculated condition. 

5086 PCGS 1862 MS 61. Sharply struck with bright, lustrous 
surfaces. 

5087 PCGS 1862 MS 66. While there is a slight softness of 
detail in the centers, the coin overall has a bright lustrous 
surfaces and is toned a variegated red and blue-grav. An 
attractive, high-grade example of this scarce type coin. 


PROOF THREE-CENT SILVER 

5088 PCGS 1861 PR 63. Fully mirrored with attractive coppery 
gold accents concentrated about the devices. One of an even 
1,000 proofs struck and a very pleasing coin for the assigned 
grade. 

5089 PCGS 1872 PR 65. Dazzlingly reflective mirrors in the 
fields and covered with rich blue patina over both sides. A 
bright and very appealing proof three-cent silver. 


THREE-CENT NICKELS 

5090 NGC 1865 MS 64. Original surfaces. Slightly soft strike. 

5091 PCGS 1875 MS 65. Lustrous and fully struck with a few 
shallow planchet flakes on the obverse. 

5092 PCGS 1888 MS 64. Frosty, fully detailed and lightly toned 
about the devices. A near gem example of this lower mintage 
date, almost ten times scarcer as a business strike than as a 
proof. 


PROOF THREE-CENT NICKELS 

5093 PCGS 1873 PR 64. Bright, fully mirrored surfaces. 

5094 PCGS 1878 PR 65, A pleasing two-toned specimen, nicely 
frosted on the devices. Popular proof-only date, one of just 
2,350 pieces struck. 

5095 PCGS 1881 PR 64. Milky golden gray patina. 
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5096 PCGS 1882 PR 63. Untoned. 

5097 NGC 1883 PR 66. Deep golden color on each side with a 
touch of lilac. Shallowly mirrored and at first resembling 
the much rarer business strike of this year. 

5098 PCGS 1884 PR 65. Deeply mirrored and flashy. A brilliant 
coin except for a few accents of light golden on each side. 

5099 PCGS 1885 PR 63. The surfaces are a medium gray color 
with attractive orange gold highlights. Low total mintage 
issue. 

5100 PCGS 1886 PR 64. An appealing silvery gray example of 
this proof-only issue. 

5101 PCGS 1886 PR 67. A dazzling, brilliant coin that is 
virtually flawless. Deeply reflective fields with a modest 
cameo contrast. One of only 13 coins to have been so 
designated by PCGS (6/92). 


SHIELD NICKELS 

5102 PCGS 1866 Ravs MS 62. mushv strike; PCGS 1889 PR 63, 
toned; PCGS 1913 Type One Buffalo nickel MS 64. rose 
colored toning; NGC 1937 MS 65; PCGS 1938-D Buffalo MS 
64; PCGS 1938 Jefferson PR 64; PCGS 1940 PR 63. spotted; 
and a PCGS 1942-S MS 65, lustrous. (Total; 8 coins) 

5103 NGC 1867 No Rays MS 66. A superb early shield 
nickel, toned in splashes of light gold and exhibiting 
remarkable mint luster on the all-important obverse. This is 
the only MS 66 example of the date currently (6/92) graded 
by either NGC or PCGS in a series where high grade proofs 
far outnumber business strikes. 

5104 NGC 1883 MS 64. Frosty silvery gray surfaces, with 
excellent sharpness on the high points. 


PROOF SHIELD NICKELS 

5105 PCGS 1875 PR 64. A fully mirrored specimen, just a couple 
of trivial reverse hairlines from gem quality. 

5106 PCGS 1878 PR 64. A lightly toned example of this key date 
Shield nickel. Only 2,350 coins were struck in this year, all 
proofs. This is a shallowly mirrored piece (as often seen) 

, with slight planchet granularity tas struck) on the reverse. 

5107 PCGS 1879 PR 63. Light in color with a slight haziness on 
each side. 

5108 NGC 1879/8 PR 66. An impressive Shield nickel whose 
surfaces are a basic nickel-gray color until the coin is angled 
beneath a light and the fields reveal a subtle iridescence. A 
nice proof example whose surfaces show no unsightly 
contact marks or hairlines. 

5109 PCGS 1881 PR 64. Both sides are layered in a uniform lilac 
gray toning. 

5110 PCGS 1882 PR 65. Light in color with nice reflectivity in 
the fields. 

5111 NGC 1882 PR 66. Brilliant throughout with deeply 
reflective mirrors in the fields. A pleasing proof type coin. 

5112 PCGS 1883 PR 66. Near perfect surfaces that glow with 
original proof brilliance and exhibit a hint of blue and gold 
pastel toning. 

5113 NGC 1883 PR 66. A flashy, high-grade Shield nickel that 
shows a few light streaks of golden-brown patina across 
each side. 


LIBERTY NICKELS 

5114 NGC 1883 No Cents MS 65. Shimmering mint luster and a 
much sharper than average strike for this one-vear issue. 

5115 PCGS 1883 With Cents MS 65. Bright semi-prooflike 
surfaces, a trifle soft on a couple of the stars and on the 
wreath. 

5116 PCGS 1885 MS 65. This is a significant coin that is very 
infrequently offered as a gem business strike. The 1885 has 
a mintage of only 1.4 million pieces and coins in all grades 
are eagerly sought after by collectors. According to the July 
Population Report only 14 pieces have been so graded with 
4 higher. This is a lovely coin with smooth, virtually 
unblemished surfaces, excellent luster, and streaks of pale 
golden toning on each side. Fully struck also. 

5117 NGC 1887; 1895; and a 1905. All three pieces grade MS 64. 
are sharply struck, and show light color. (Total: 3 coins) 

5118 PCGS 1891 MS 64. Razor sharp in strike, with only a few 
scattered marks precluding a gem rating. Light golden 
toning on either side. 

5119 NGC 1897 MS 65. Lustrous with multi-colored toning. 

5120 NGC 1897 MS 65. Lightly toned. 

5121 PCGS 1899 MS 64. Boldly struck and toned in soft shades of 
lilac and coppery gold. 

5122 NGC 1899 MS 65. A satiny, mark-free specimen, toned in a 
light golden gray hue and shading to a yellow gold color 
about the edges. 

5123 NGC 1903 MS 65. Bright, lustrous surfaces with a thin 
veneer of golden-rose patina and a complete, medal-like 
strike in all areas. Sharp coin. 

5124 NGC 1912-D MS 65. While not especially scarce in high 
grades (although it has a much lower mintage), the 1912-D 
is a worthwhile coin as it represents one of only two issues 
of Liberty nickels that have mintmarks. This is a sharply 
struck coin that has excellent luster and several layers of 
gray-olive and rose colored toning.

5125 PCGS 1883 No Cents PR 63. A nice coin that is held back 
from grading higher by a hit on the cheek of Liberty. 

5126 NGC 1883 No Cents PR 67. Nearly perfect surfaces 
and untoned. This is a very scarce coin in such superior 
condition with only 1 other piece having been so graded by 
NGC (5/92), and of paramount importance to collectors of 
proof 19th century type. 

5127 NGC 1883 With Cents PR 64. Golden-reddish toning with a 
couple of small spots on the obverse. 

5128 NGC 1883 With Cents PR 66. A very attractive and flashy 
proof nickel that has a layer of thin icy-blue color over both 
sides with pale olive accents on the devices. Only 12 pieces 
have been so graded by NGC (7/92). 

5129 PCGS 1885 PR 65. Milky gray and lilac toning, most 
evident on the reverse. A razor sharp, solid gem example of 
this popular key. 

5130 PCGS 1890 PR 63; 1892 PR 63; and an 1894 PR 63. all 
lightly toned examples. (Total: 3 coins) 

5131 NGC 1891 PR 64. Deeply mirrored. 

5132 NGC 1909 PR 66. Deeply reflective with just a hint of pale 
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BUFFALO NICKELS 

5133 NGC 1914 MS 65. Lustrous and lightly toned. 

5134 PCGS 1914-S MS 65. A scarce early Buffalo that has only 
had 27 pieces certified by PCGS (7/92) with 5 finer. 
Lustrous with light color and clean, problem-free surfaces. 

5135 PCGS 1917-D MS 66. A very scarce early Buffalo that 
has only had 3 coins certified by PCGS in MS 66 according 
to the July Population Report. The obverse is fully defined 
with hair detail all the way down to the braid. There is 
slight softness on the reverse at the top of the bison’s head. 
Blue and lilac toning on each side with excellent luster. 

5136 PCGS 1928 MS 66. Sharply struck with bright, satiny 
luster. Nice looking coin. 

5137 PCGS 1934 Buffalo nickel MS 64; 1925 Peace dollar MS 64; 
and a 1925 Lexington MS 64. The nickel and half are toned 
while the dollar is brilliant. (Total: 3 coins) 

5138 PCGS 1935-D MS 64. Superb luster and color. 

5139 NGC 1938-D Buffalo nickel MS 65, nicely toned; 1916 
Mercury dime MS 65 Full Bands; 1943-D Mercury dime MS 
65 Full Bands; and a 1945-S Mercury dime MS 65. deeply 
toned. All are in old holders and the 1916 is in one of the 
original black NGC slabs. (Total: 4 coins) 


PROOF BUFFALO NICKELS 

5140 NGC 1916 PR 65. The scarcest proof Buffalo among the five 
matte proof issues. Toned in muted shades of gray and rose 
with lilac highlights. A nice upper-end proof. 

5141 PCGS 1937 PR 64. Brightly mirrored under a nearly 
complete covering of yellow gold toning. 


EARLY HALF DIME 

5142 PCGS 1794 MS 63. V-4. R.5. Sharply struck with well 
defined hair curls. Lustrous with an attractive layer of 
gray-lavender and blue toning. A pleasing example of this 
scarce first regular year of issue for the half dime 
denomination. One of only 5 pieces to have been so graded 
by PCGS with 9 coins in higher grades (7/92). 

5143 NGC 1795 XF 40. A pleasing, well balanced example of 
the popular Flowing Hair type. 

5144 PCGS 1829 MS 60. Well struck and showing much brilliance 
with semi-prooflike fields on each side. Sharp looking coin 
for the grade. 

5145 PCGS 1833 MS 64. V-3, R.4. Smokey-gray color on the 
obverse with excellent luster overall. A well struck high-end 
example of this popular Bust design. One of only 28 pieces 
to have been so graded by PCGS (6/92). 

5146 NGC 1835 MS 65. Small Date. Small 5 C. A lovely, deeply 
toned Bust half dime that has considerable blue and 
sea-green toning on both sides. Well struck and nearly free 
from abrasions. One of 26 pieces to have been so graded by 
NGC (5/92). 

5147 NGC 1836 MS 66. Pinpoint detailing with bright, satiny 
mint luster and toned in splashes of golden violet, russet 
and blue. One of the more impressive Bust half dimes we’ve 
seen in quite some time and currently (6/92) one of just 4 
specimens so graded by NGC. 


SEATED HALF DIMES 

5148 Hallmark 1837 No Stars MS 62. Small Date. Lightly toned 
with sparkling underlying luster. 

5149 NGC 1837 No Stars MS 65. Well toned in gray and 
golden shades, with full underlying luster and typically bold 
features. 

5150 PCGS 1838 No Drapery MS 63. Sharply struck with hazy 
rose tinted color on each side and strong luster 
characteristics. 

5151 NGC 1839 No Drapery MS 63. A razor sharp specimen, 
toned a uniform steelv gray. Just 16 pieces have been graded 
as MS 63 by NGC (6/92). 

5152 PCGS 1841 MS 62. Prooflike and sharply struck but marred 
by a few abrasions on each side. 

5153 PCGS 1844 MS 63. Fully struck with deep streaks of 
golden-brown, olive, and blue toning. 

5154 PCGS 1847 MS 63. Rich olive gold and steel toning covers 
both sides. Far scarcer in mint state than P-mint issues 
from the late 1850s, the most available among No Stars half 
dimes. PCGS population: 16 coins (6/92). 

5155 PCGS 1847 MS 63. Sharply struck with very clean surfaces 
for the grade. 

5156 NGC 1847 MS 65. Mildly prooflike with subtle golden gray 
toning about the peripheries. As a date, the 1847 is far 
scarcer than later Philadelphia issues of this type. Only 8 
examples have certified equally at NGC (6/92). 

5157 NGC 1849/6 MS 65. A scarce overdate and a lustrous 
coin with clear, untoned centers that are surrounded by 
golden-brown and blue patina at the peripheries. One of 
only 4 pieces to have been so graded by NGC (7 92) with 
only 1 certified in a higher grade 

5158 PCGS 1853 Arrows MS 62. Die clashed and showing a 
bright satiny finish with only light color on each side. 

5159 PCGS 1853 Arrows MS 66. Sparkling luster with a 
very pale overlay of color but mostly presenting as a 
briiliant coin. AU details are fully brought up and there are 
no contact marks apparent on either side, just the traces of 
die clashing interrupt the smooth silvery sheen on each side. 
One of only 5 pieces to have been so graded by PCGS (7/92) 
with only 1 finer. 

5160 PCGS 1854-0 Arrows MS 61. Untoned and well struck. 

5161 NGC 1858 MS 65. The center of the obverse is toned a pale 
violet color and is framed in bluish green. A lustrous and 
original Stars Obverse half dime. 

5162 PCGS 1860 half dime MS 62, the toning covers over many of 
the abrasions; and a NGC 1880-S Morgan dollar MS 65 
Prooflike, lightly toned with especially deep mirrors on the 
obverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

5163 PCGS 1860 MS 62. There are a few small ticks in the fields 
and slight striking softness on the head of Liberty that 
account for the grade. 

5164 NGC 1861 MS 63. Deep sea-green and rose toning. 

5165 PCGS 1863 MS 65. Both obverse and reverse display razor 
sharp definition and a moderate semi-prooflike finish to the 
fields. A light golden gray toning overlays the obverse while 
the reverse is mostly briiliant. One of just 18.000 business 
strikes issued during this Civil War year. PCGS has graded 
20 coins similarly and 12 more above the MS 65 level (6/92). 

5166 NGC 1863 MS 65. The 1863 is a low mintage Civil War

5167 NGC 1863 MS 66. A pleasing example of this rare, low 
mintage issue.

One of 6 
pieces certified in this grade by NGC (7/92) with only 3 
finer. 

5168 NGC 1868-S MS 64. Rich yellow green and russet toning is 
draped across both sides, lightening in the centers. A 
difficult branch mint issue in mint state. NGC has graded 
only 6 examples as such (6/92). 

5169 PCGS 1871 MS 65. An intricately detailed Seated half 
dune that has good luster and just the thinnest layer of 
patina. One of only 13 pieces to have been so graded by 
PCGS (6/92). 

5170 PCGS 1872-S MS 64. Frosty and quite sharp beneath a light 
silvery gray toning, with hints of gold at the borders. 


PROOF SEATED HALF DIMES 

5171 PCGS 1863 PR 65. Deeply mirrored fields and bright 
multi-colored toning on each side. This is a scarce date both 
as a proof and a business strike with very few gems extant 
of either. Only 19 PR 65 coins have been certified by PCGS 
(6/92). 

5172 PCGS 1866 PR 63. Light red and blue toning. 

5173 NGC 1871 PR 63. Brilliant. 


EARLY DIMES 

5174 PCGS 1807 VF 35. Light steely gray surfaces with overlays 
of golden color. The usual weakness along the left side of the 
obverse is noticeable, as on every example seen of this date. 

5175 PCGS 1831 MS 62. JR-4. R.2. The lavender toning gradually 
deepens to a deep blue at the rims. 

5176 PCGS 1831 MS 64. Both sides of this near gem early dime 
exhibit splashes of golden violet and blue toning and. 
particularly on the obverse, show excellent sharpness on the 
high points. Just 16 examples of this date have graded MS 
64 at PCGS (6/92). 

5177 PCGS 1832 MS 62. JR-4. R.3. Semi-prooflike fields with 
light, scattered color on each side. A scarce variety in mint 
state. 

5178 PCGS 1834 MS 61. JR-1. R.l. Originally toned and well 
struck. 

5179 PCGS 1835 MS 64. JR-1, R.l. While the strike is very sharp 
on this coin and the luster excellent, the focal point on each 
side is the stunning display of autumn leaves toning. Really 
a sharp looking coin and one of the finest known of the 
variety. 

5180 PCGS 1837 MS 64. Brilliant and sharply struck. This is a 
nice example of this final year of the Capped Bust design. 


LIBERTY SEATED DIMES 

5181 PCGS 1839 No Drapery MS 62. Complete pinpoint striking 
details and nicely toned a shade of deep russet-brown. 


5182 NGC 1849 MS 64. With Stars dimes are very scarce and 
still underrated in mint condition. Only 4 coins of this date 
have been so graded by NGC (7/92). This is a well struck 
piece that shows die polishing marks in the fields and a 
semi-prooflike sheen as a result. Toned a deep russet with 
bits of blue interspersed around the rim on the obverse. 

5183 PCGS 1853 Arrows MS 64. Both obverse and reverse 
are extremely well defined and are toned in steel blue and 
golden gray shades. A pleasing, near gem example of this 
three-year type. 

5184 NGC 1856 MS 64. Deeply toned and fully struck. 

5185 PCGS 1857 MS 61. Abraded surfaces with light, hazy color. 

5186 PCGS 1873 Arrows MS 64. Not completely struck up 
on the highpoints of the design, this being the only reason 
we can find for this coin not grading MS 65. Toned in deep 
shades of lavender, violet, and olive with strong underlying 
luster. A scarce two-year type coin. 

5187 NGC 1873 Arrows MS 64. Clear centers on each side 
with prooflike fields and deep rings of blue and 
golden-brown around the rims. A scarce and worthwhile two 
year type coin. 

5188 PCGS 1875 MS 64. Satiny and very clean, with a ring of 
russet toning about the peripheries along with a dash of 
blue along the lower reverse border. 

5189 NGC 1875-S MS 63. Lustrous with moderate gray-blue 
toning. 

5190 ANACS 1876-CC Presentation Piece MS 64. An 

extraordinary coin and one of only three presentation 
strikings believed to exist. This piece has even, rose tinted 
patina over both sides. The fields are highly reflective and 
show heavy die striations running diagonally from 
northeast to southwest. There are a couple of very slight 
contact marks and spots of slightly deeper color in the right 
obverse field that may or may not serve as identifying marks 
in tracing the pedigree of the coin, depending upon the 
amount and direction of the light used to photograph it. 
Accompanied by a letter of authenticity from Walter Breen 
dated August 22, 1990 where the coin is identified as an, 
"...1876-CC proof dime, Encyclopedia 3396: Small 6, rev. 

Type I-E of ONE almost touching wreath, Ex: RARCOA 
section of Auction ’90. lot 612. It is a close match for the 
other two reported (Stack’s 9/14-15/83:677 and James A. 
Stack, Stack’s 1/90:167), in surfaces, striking quality, and 
dies. (In addition to these, copper and nickel proof strikings 
are reported, purpose unknown, 1 or 2 of each). A most 
extraordinary example, purpose unknown (presentation?)." 

5191 PCGS 1879 MS 66. Vibrant semi-prooflike surfaces, nicely 
contrasted by the white, frosty devices. A thin arc of russet 
toning is seen at the base of the reverse. A superb example 
of this popular, low mintage date, the first in a dramatic 
three year drop in production.

5192 NGC 1882 MS 65. Satiny and quite bold for the date, with 
flashes of blue and gold iridescence on either side. 

5193 PCGS 1883 MS 64. Mostly untoned and satiny, displaying a 
whisper of golden color at the base of the reverse. 

5194 PCGS 1886 MS 64. The predominantly brilliant surfaces are 
splattered with a moss-green patina on each side. A highly 
lustrous coin. 

5195 PCGS 1889 MS 64. Fully struck and lustrous with just a 
touch of color on each side. 

5196 NGC 1891 MS 62. Peripheral obverse toning. 
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PROOF LIBERTY SEATED DIMES 

5197 PCGS 1859 PR 65. 1859 was only the second year proofs 
were struck in larger numbers for sale to a wider public 
audience. Mint officials were overly optimistic in then- 
estimates of public demands for proof coins and in the first 
few years most of the mintages were melted as unsold. This 
is a significant proof type coin that should be of interest to 
many collectors as it is one of only two years that proofs 
were struck of the With Stars design. Brilliant and deeply 
mirrored with a significant cameo contrast between the 
fields and devices. One of onlv 19 pieces to have been so 
graded by PCGS (6/92). 

5198 PCGS 1873 Arrows PR 63. There are a few light hairlines in 
the fields and slight haziness there as well but still good 
reflectivity on each side. Lightly toned. A scarce and 
desirable proof type coin. 

5199 PCGS 1881 PR 63. Pale violet toning overlays the mirrored 
surfaces. 

5200 NGC 1884 PR 65. The fields are a smooth, unblemished 
sheet of shimmering silver that has been toned down to a 
gray and rose color on the obverse, while the reverse has a 
bright, light golden-rose patina across that side. A nice 
problem-free proof dime. 

5201 PCGS 1887 PR 62. Nicely mirrored. 


BARBER DIMES 

5202 PCGS 1896 MS 64. Fully struck and lustrous with rich olive 
and rose toning. 

5203 PCGS 1898 MS 62. Fully struck with light toning. 

5204 PCGS 1901 MS 64. Lustrous with a few scattered abrasions. 

5205 PCGS 1903-0 MS 63. Streaks of deep violet and russet 
toning across the obverse. Although minted in substantial 
numbers, the 1903-0 is scarce at all levels of uncirculated, 
being one of just 4 graded as such by PCGS 16/92). 

5206 NGC 1912 MS 65. An original coin with mottled toning that 
may not appeal to everyone but will have a definite appeal 
to those who prize untampered surfaces. Fully struck. 

5207 NGC 1912-S MS 64. Light speckled toning rests atop 
surfaces that are exceedingly lustrous. NGC population: 9 
pieces, with 6 higher (6/92). 

5208 NGC 1914-D MS 63. Fully struck and lustrous with a touch 
of color on the obverse that subdues the effect of several 
abrasions in that area. 

5209 PCGS 1914-D MS 64. The obverse is overlaid in a soft 
golden violet toning. 

5210 PCGS 1916 Barber dime MS 61; plus the following Mercury 
dimes: 1940 MS 64; 1942 PR 63, nicelv mirrored; 1943 MS 
63 Full Bands; 1944-D MS 64 Full Bands; and a 1949-S 
Roosevelt dime MS 65, frosty. (Total: 6 coins) 

5211 PCGS 1916 MS 64. Superior luster with a light reddish tone 
on the obverse. 

5212 PCGS 1916 MS 64. Russet and blue toning about the 
peripheral devices. 

5213 NGC 1916 MS 65. The obverse features deep russet toning 
in the fields, shading to frosty silvery gray on the devices. A 
choice example of this final year date. 


PROOF BARBER DIMES 


5214 NGC 1895 PR 64. Nice reflective fields with a steely-blue 
patina. 

5215 NGC 1900 PR 65. Toned a deep golden-red and blue on 
each side with brightly mirrored fields beneath. 

5216 NGC 1902 PR 63. Deep reddish steel and iridescent blue 
toning covers both sides. 

5217 PCGS 1909 PR 63. Lightly toned with good reflectivity in 
the fields. 

5218 PCGS 1912 PR 63. Layered in a rich golden violet toning 
and showing only a few flashes of brilliance on the reverse. 

5219 PCGS 1915 PR 64. Highly reflective fields with fight color 
on the obverse. 


MERCURY DIMES 

5220 PCGS 1916-D Good 4. Well worn but an original coin for a 
low grade set of Mercuries. 

5221 PCGS 1919-S MS 66. While not completely defined on the 
central bands on the reverse, this is nevertheless an 
attractive coin that shows subtle shadings of golden and 
lilac on the obverse while the reverse is untoned. A scarce 
early Mercury that has only had 2 other coins graded the 
same by PCGS (7/92). 

5222 PCGS 1920-D MS 64 Full Bands. Lightly toned with strong 
underlying luster. Scarcer early issue. 

5223 PCGS 1923 MS 65 Full Bands. Deep variegated toning. 

5224 NGC 1924-S MS 65. Both sides are splendidly toned in a 
mixture of blue, violet and gold. One of the truly rare dates 
in the Mercury dime series in mint state. Only 5 MS 65 
specimens have been graded by NGC 16/92), with none finer 
and even fewer in the Full Band category. 

5225 NGC 1926 MS 66 Full Bands. Gorgeous orange gold and 
rose iridescence on the obverse, with deeper russet 
coloration on the reverse. A very flashy example of this

An originally toned 
example of this scarce, low' mintage issue. 

Bright, electric toning 
scattered across both sides with superb luster and pristine 
surfaces. 

Smooth, silky surfaces 
that are as free from post-striking defects as possible.

5230 NGC 1945-S MS 67. An essentially flawless coin that shows 
deep fiery color on each side. Quite an appealing piece. 


PROOF MERCURY DIMES 

5231 PCGS 1939 PR 66. Streaks of fight iridescent color across 
both sides that deepen at the rims. 

5232 NGC 1940 PR 67. Deep, flashy mirrored fields with 
attractive golden-brown toning and a faint iridescence 
underneath. 

5233 PCGS 1942 PR 66. Deeply toned. A neat looking toned 
proof. 
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PROOF ROOSEVELT DIME 

5234 PCGS 1960 PR 68 Deep Cameo, two pieces; and a 1960 PR 
69 Deep Cameo. The three coins are all brilliant and heavily 
contrasted. A nice looking group. (Total; 3 coins) 


TWENTY-CENT PIECES 

5235 NGC 1875 MS 65. Mostly brilliant, with semi-prooflike 
fields and frosty, fully detailed devices. Just 5 coins have 
graded similarly at NGC (6 92), with an additional 5 pieces 
in higher grades. 

5236 PCGS 1875-CC MS 64. A fully struck example of this 
scarce twenty-cent piece. Even the tops of the eagle’s wings 
are completely brought up and there is just the slightest 
hint of light peripheral color on each side with somewhat 
subdued luster characteristics overall. 

5237 PCGS 1875-CC MS 64. Blue and gold toning frames milky, 
steely gray centers. The strike is virtually full and the 
overall surface quality appears to approach gem quality. 
Scarcer and ever-popular Carson City issue. 

5238 ANACS 1875-S AU 50. Scattered olive and rose toning. 

5239 ANACS 1875-S AU 55. Sharply struck in all areas with 
speckled multi-colored toning. 

5240 NGC 1875-S MS 63. Well struck and lustrous with a few 
scattered marks beneath the even golden-brown toning. 


PROOF TWENTY CENT PIECES 

5241 PCGS 1876 PR 61. Obviously hairlined but this brilliant 
coin still retains most of its original flashy proof mirrors. 

5242 PCGS 1878 PR 63. A rare date twenty-cent piece and the 
first we have^een in some time. Only 600 were struck with 
a considerable number melted, only 79 pieces have been 
certified by PCGS in this grade (7/92). This is a relatively 
clean coin with what problems there are well concealed by 
the deep mottled blue, rose, and gray toning. 


EARLY QUARTERS 

5243 PCGS 1806 VG 10. An original piece with "old silver" patina. 
There are no abrasions of note and the reverse is weak as 
usual. 

5244 PCGS 1831 AU 50. Almost completely brilliant and lightly 
abraded with an area of pinscratching in front of the eagle’s 
beak. 

5245 PCGS 1835 MS 66. A magnificant small size Bust quarter 
in every respect. Both sides are accented in green gold and 
orange iridescence and show full underlying mint bloom and 
exquisite frosty devices. The appearance of a superb early 
quarter such as this lovely piece is indeed rare, with PCGS 
having graded just 9 specimens equally (4 of this issue) 
among the eight different dates (7/92). 


LIBERTY SEATED QUARTERS 

5246 PCGS 1853 Arrows and Rays MS 65. A vibrantly 

lustrous example of this rare one-year type. Both sides are 
toned a champagne golden color with bright, sparkling 
underlying luster. Sharply struck throughout with only 
slight softness on the stars on the right side. One of only 8 
coins to have been so graded by PCGS (7/92) with only 1 


finer. 

5247 PCGS 1854 Arrows MS 63. Lustrous and sharply defined 
with an ev layer or two of toning on each side. A nice 
Arrows quarter. 

5248 PCGS 1856 MS 62. Fully struck with fairly good luster and 
just a few small speckles of golden-brown color on the 
obverse. 

5249 PCGS 1857 MS 64. Sharply struck (except on the stars on 
the right side) with tonal qualities that are enhanced by 
bright underlying luster. 

5250 PCGS 1875 MS 63. Good luster and toned on the obverse. 

525 1 PCGS 1875 MS 65. Very sharply struck with bright 
lustrous surfaces that show light gray-lilac toning in the 
central regions while the peripheries have a subtle 
moss-green patina. 

5252 PCGS 1891 MS 62. Untoned. 


PROOF LIBERTY SEATED QUARTERS 

5253 PCGS 1872 PR 66. An immaculate Seated quarter that is 
undoubtedly one of the finest proofs known of this date. 

Both sides are toned, although somewhat differently from 
each other. The obverse has a light lavender and rose patina 
while the reverse is a deep blue. One of only 9 pieces to have 
been so graded by PCGS (7/92) with 3 finer. 

5254 NGC 1875 PR 63. Deeply toned. 

5255 NGC 1882 PR 64. A clean proof with especially pronounced 
mirrors on the reverse. Each side is toned a deep russet and 
sea-green around the peripheries, but more so on the 
obverse. 

5256 NGC 1883 PR 64. Milky lilac gray surfaces with russet 
peripheral accents. Popular low total mintage issue. 

5257 PCGS 1884 PR 67. An outrageous proof quarter that 
shows no apparent flaws and is deeply mirrored in the 
fields. Both sides have golden-rose and blue toning with 
much of the center of the obverse being clear. Obviously 
scarce and of great importance to the specialist, there have 
only been 2 pieces so graded by PCGS (7/92) with 1 finer. 


BARBER QUARTERS 

5258 PCGS 1892 Barber quarter MS 62; 1917 Type One Standing 
quarter MS 61; and a 1929-S Standing quarter MS 60. 
(Total: 3 coins) 

5259 PCGS 1892 MS 64. Full, razor-sharp striking details with 
deep, variegated toning and strong underlying luster. 

5260 NGC 1892-S MS 65. A mildly prooflike specimen 
showing just a whisper of golden color peripherally. Only 2 
examples of this scarce, low-mintage date have been 
certified by NGC (7/92), with none higher. 

5261 NGC 1893 MS 64. Brilliant, fully struck, and clean. 

5262 NGC 1900 MS 64. Nicely toned with strong underlying 
luster. Just a couple of ticks on the cheek prevent a higher 
grade. 

5263 PCGS 1902-S MS 63. Original gray gold toning blankets the 
surfaces, with subtle blue highlights framing Liberty’s 
portrait on the obverse. Quite scarce as a date in mint state, 
being one of just 9 pieces graded as such by PCGS out of a 
total population of 30 coins ( 7/92).

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5265 PCGS 1911 MS 64. Well struck with dazzling mint luster 
that cannot be subdued by the medium density gray and 
rose toning. 

Lustrous and well struck with a deep 
olive patina over both sides. 

5267 PCGS 1914 MS 63. Deeply toned with good luster. 

5268 NGC 1914 MS 63. Outstanding luster with nice, original 
toning. 

5269 PCGS 1915-S MS 64. Highly lustrous and showing just a 
touch of silvery gray color on the obverse. This low mintage 
issue (704,000) is fairly scarce in mint state, currently (7, 92) 
one of 20 specimens graded as such by PCGS. 

5270 NGC 1916 MS 64. Vividly toned with racy mint frost. 

5271 PCGS 1916-D MS 63. Well struck with semi-prooflike fields. 

5272 NGC 1916-D MS 65. Final year of the Barber type and a 
choice example. 

5273 PCGS 1916-D MS 66. Final year of issue and the most 
commonly encountered date in gem condition. This is a 
stunning piece that is bright and highly lustrous and shows 
no visually distracting abrasions. Fully struck also. A coin 
that must be seen to be fully appreciated. 


PROOF BARBER QUARTER 

5274 PCGS 1892 PR 64. The two sides are somewhat mismatched 
on this coin with the obverse being a brilliant two-toned 
cameo while the reverse is lightly toned with no apparent 
contrast. 


STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

5275 PCGS 1917 Type One MS 64 Full Head. Excellent luster. 

5276 PCGS 1919 MS 65 Full Head. The flashy cartwheel luster is 
covered with several layers of light iridescence and the 
surfaces show no distracting marks. A very pleasing early 
Standing quarter. 

5277 NGC 1924 MS 64. Light pastel colors on each side. 

5278 NGC 1924-S MS 64. Sharply struck on the head with rich 
pastel toning. 

5279 PCGS 1925 MS 64. Well struck with some detailing on the 
hair of Liberty. Lustrous and lightly toned. 

5280 PCGS 1926-D MS 64. Pale pastel toning with superb 
underlying luster. 

5281 PCGS 1926-D MS 64. A delightful coin for the grade with 
deep iridescent toning. 

5282 PCGS 1927 MS 64. Deep golden-russet toning around the 
devices. 

5283 PCGS 1927 MS 65. Lustrous and light in color. Well struck 
except in the head area. 

5284 PCGS 1927 MS 65 Full Head. Smooth, silky, lustrous 
surfaces with finely granular fields. Very light, subtle color. 
An impressive, upper-end coin.

Rose tinted coloration with 
flashy underlying luster.

Brilliant with sizzling mint 
luster. 

5291 PCGS 1930-S MS 65 Full Head. Pale golden-olive toning 
with exuberant underlying luster. 


WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

5292 PCGS 1932-D MS 61. There are just a few small abrasions 
on each side that prevent a higher grade. This is actually 
quite a nice coin that should fit well in someone’s BU set of 
Washington quarters. 

5293 PCGS 1932-S MS 65. This rare, key date issue is seldom 
seen in gem condition, in fact only 22 pieces have been 
certified by PCGS (6/92) in MS 65 and none are finer. This 
is an interesting coin that shows very few contact marks, 
good luster, and original golden-olive toning with scattered 
bits of other colors seen as well, especially around the 
peripheries. A rare opportunity for the 20th century 
specialist. 

5294 PCGS 1934-D MS 65. Light peripheral toning with frosty 
devices. PCGS population data has increased this date’s 
stock against other early date Washington quarters. The 
more heavily touted 1936-D shows roughly double the 
population as this difficult issue in MS 65 condition. 

5295 PCGS 1936-D MS 65. A lovely example of this scarce 
key date issue. On the obverse the fields are bright and 
show only light color while the face of Washington is 
darkened by charcoal gray toning. Lustrous with clean 
surfaces. 

5296 NGC Four 14) 1936-S quarters, all well preserved MS 65 
examples. (Total: 4 coins) 


PROOF WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

5297 NGC 1939 PR 65. A original coin that could lay claims to a 
higher grade. Housed in the original black NGC holder. 

5298 NGC 1940 PR 65. Brilliant. 

5299 PCGS Five (5) 1942 quarters, all hairline-free PR 66 
specimens. (Total: 5 coins) 

5300 ANACS 1960 Doubled Die Reverse PR 64. Brilliant. Very 
slight doubling requiring strong magnification to see. 


EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

5301 ANACS 1803 Large 3 XF 45. 0-103. R.3. Well struck and 
almost brilliant with a few adjustment marks in the left 
obverse field. 

5302 PCGS 1831 MS 62. O-llOa, R.4. Deep gray and blue toning. 
Slight softness of strike. 

5303 PCGS 1834 Small Date. Small Letters AU 50. O-lll. R.l. 
Brilliant. 

5304 ANACS 1834 MS 61. Small Date, Small Letters. 0-121, R.3. 
Light and attractive mottled toning. 

5305 PCGS 1836 Reeded Edge AU 50. A minimally worn 
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example of this rare first year issue, one of just 1,200 pieces 
struck, technically as a pattern. 

5306 PCGS 1838 Reeded Edge MS 63. A very sharply defined 
half that is intricately detailed on the hair and eagle’s 
plumage only showing some localized weakness on the final 
three stars. There are a few small abrasions on each side 
with even champagne golden toning. Scarce, with only 33 
pieces having been so graded by PCGS (7/92). 

5307 PCGS 1838 Reeded Edge MS 63. A second example of 
this scarce date. This piece is also lightly toned with good 
luster. It is fully defined in the centers with some softness 
on the outer portions of the design. There are several die 
striations in the field above Liberty’s head but no 
prooflikeness as a result. 


LIBERTY SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

5308 PCGS 1854-0 Arrows MS 63. A clean coin for the grade 
with good accompanying luster, just a trifle soft around the 
peripheries to grade "any higher. A scarce and popular 
short-lived type coin. 

5309 PCGS 1854-0 Arrows MS 63. Light silvery gray toning with 
a band of golden color down the reverse. The highest 
mintage date in the two-year Arrows half dollar series, but 
of slightly greater rarity at the mint state level than the 
following and final year New Orleans issue. 

5310 PCGS 1859-S MS 63. A very scarce half in high grades. 
This is a sparkling mint state piece that shows a few 
scattered abrasions but is really quite choice with 
completely defined features and subtle obverse toning. 
Trends $2450 (7/13). 

5311 PCGS 1860-0 MS 60. Well struck with scattered peripheral 
color. 

5312 PCGS 1861 MS 64. A fully struck coin with pale peripheral 
color on each side. There are a couple of field marks that 
prevent a higher grade, but all in all this is a very 
attractive, upjper-end No Motto half dollar. 

5313 PCGS 1876 MS 60. Prooflike. 

5314 PCGS 1877 MS 63. Sharply struck and darkly toned. 
Minimal abrasions. 

5315 PCGS 1879 MS 63. A scarce and desirable business strike 
Seated half with an original mintage of only 5,900 pieces. 
This is a sharply struck piece that is deeply toned and 
shows very few contact marks. 

5316 NGC 1890 MS 64. Sharply struck and prooflike with some 
light color. 


PROOF LIBERTY SEATED HALVES 

5317 PCGS 1859 PR 63. Brilliant with good flash still remaining 
in the fields, light haziness on each side. 

5318 ANACS 1860 PR 63. Golden-rose toning. 

5319 PCGS 1874 Arrows PR 63. The obverse displays a rather 
uniform golden steel toning while a band of blue and violet 
iridescence bisects the reverse. One of 700 proofs struck in 
the second year of this two-year type. Scarce and always in 
demand. 

5320 PCGS 1874 Arrows PR 64. Flashier than the previous 
example and displaying fine contrast between fields and 
devices. Golden gray and bluish green peripheral toning 
outlines both sides. A streak of toning across the left side of 
the reverse briefly interrupts the proof brilliance. A choice 
example of this short-lived proof type. 


5321 NGC 1879 PR 63. Deep variegated toning. 

5322 PCGS 1886 PR 63. Brilliant with a moderate cameo 
contrast. 

5323 PCGS 1888 PR 63. The light mottled toning conceals the 
hairlines to a great extent. 


BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

5324 PCGS 1892-S MS 64. A near gem example of this very 
scarce first year issue. The surfaces are struck with razor 
sharp definition while attractive russet toning clings to the 
obverse devices. Just 13 examples have graded similarly at 
PCGS (7/92). 

5325 NGC 1904-0 MS 64. Fully struck with bright, dazzling mint 
frost beneath the thin layer of golden-rose patina. A clean, 
upper-end Barber half. 

5326 PCGS 1909 AU 55. Good remaining luster. 

5327 ANACS 1911 MS 64. Fully struck with excellent luster and 
showing just a bit of pale color on the obverse. A nice 
business strike Barber half. 

5328 PCGS 1915-S MS 64. Superb luster with gray-olive toning. 
A remarkably clean and attractive coin. 


PROOF BARBER HALVES 

5329 NGC 1892 PR 63. Darkly toned. 

5330 NGC 1893 PR 63. Lightly toned with strongly mirrored 
fields. 

5331 PCGS 1894 PR 63. Deeply reflective fields with an overlay 
of several layers of speckled multi-colored toning. 

5332 PCGS 1894 PR 63. There is considerable flash in the fields 
and toning that blends from gray-lavender in the centers to 
a ring of blue at the rims. 

5333 NGC 1915 PR 64. A clean proof half with good 
reflectivity in the fields and attractive toning. 


WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

5334 NGC 1916 MS 64. Lightly toned with a pronounced 
matte-like granularity and very sharply struck on the 
obverse. A scarce first-year of issue. 

5335 PCGS 1916-D MS 64. Full, pinpoint striking details with 
lustrous, matte-like surfaces and covered with a light 
gray-golden patina. Scarce. 

5336 PCGS 1916-S MS 64. A very attractive, upper-end example 
of this scarce 1916 issue that is virtually blemish-free, 
sharply struck, and attractively toned. One of only 52 pieces 
to have been so graded by PCGS (6/92). 

5337 PCGS 1918-S MS 61. Deep pastel toning covers the 
abrasions that account for the grade of this scarce early 
Walker. 

5338 PCGS 1918-S MS 64. Lustrous and well struck with pale 
pastel toning on each side. One of only 44 coins to have been 
so graded by PCGS (7/92). 

5339 PCGS 1919 MS 65. Fully struck with clean surfaces. An 
enchanting early Walker "that has superb luster and just a 
touch of pale toning over both sides. A scarce issue and the 
lowest mintage of the year with only 962,000 struck, and 
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one of only 22 pieces that have been so graded according to 
the July Population Report. 

•5340 PCGS 1923-S MS 64. Superb mint frost and a clean 

coin but a trifle soft in the centers (as usual) to grade any 
higher. Only 28 pieces have been so graded by PCGS (6/92). 

5341 NGC 1929-D MS 66. Superb quality overall and an 
original coin that has taken on a subtle, variegated toning 
and is evenly matched from side to side. Fully struck with 
complete head and hand details and full skirt lines. Very 
scarce in such a high grade. Only 4 other coins have been so 
graded according to the July Census Report. 

5342 NGC 1936-S MS 64; NGC 1944-D MS 65; and a PCGS 
1946-S MS 65. All are brilliant and sharply struck. (Total: 3 

5343 NGC 1937; 1941; and a 1941-D. All are graded MS 65 and 
are slabbed in one of the early versions of NGC slabs. 

(Total: 3 coins) 

5344 PCGS Short Set of Walkers. A complete short set of 
Walkers from 1941-47. including all mintmarks. Each coin 
grades MS 64. Most of the pieces are brilliant but a few are 
lightly toned. The 1941-S and ’44-S are a bit softly struck as 
usual but the other S-mints are quite well brought up.

5345 PCGS Short Set of Walkers. Another short set from 
1941-47. all issues are included, each piece grades MS 64.

Well struck for this difficult issue and 
loaded with thick mint luster.

1944-S half dollar MS 63; 1962 half dollar PR 65; 1964 half 
dollar PR 64; 1974-S dollar MS 65; 1976-S silver half dollar 
MS 65; 1979-S Type One dollar PR 68; and a 1980 dollar 
MS 64. (Total: 9 coinsi 

5352 NGC 1943-S MS 65. Extremely bold for this generally weak 
struck date, with satiny brilliance under pale golden toning. 

5353 PCGS 1944-S MS 65. Superior luster with just the lightest 
overlay of color on each side. The head and hand areas are 
weak but the skirt lines are strongly defined. 

5354 PCGS 1945; 1945-D; 1946; 1946-D; 1946-S; and a 1947-D. 
All the pieces are MS 65 and each is brilliant (or nearly so) 
and sharply struck. (Total: 6 coins) 


PROOF WALKING LIBERTY HALVES 

5355 NGC 1937 PR 66. Splashes of light golden brown toning 
atop hairline-free surfaces. A superb example of this second 
rarest proof Walker. 

5356 NGC 1938 PR 66. Lightly toned with good reflective 
qualities in the fields. A scarce early proof Walker. 

5357 PCGS 1939 PR 66. Milky gray gold patina overlays choice 


surfaces. 

5358 PCGS 1941 PR 65. Brightly mirrored on the high points, 
with a hazy yellow gold patina elsewhere. 

5359 NGC 1941 PR 65. Light peripheral color with deeply 
reflective fields, the fields show evidence of having been 
heavily polished as evidenced by the lack of designer's 
initials on the reverse. 

5360 NGC 1941 PR 65. Both sides show excellent depth of 
mirrors and a mottled, milky patina. 

5361 NGC 1941 PR 66. Light silvery gray surfaces with splashes 
of golden toning here and there. 

5362 PCGS 1942 PR 67. Pristine, unmarked surfaces that 
show just the lightest bit of color on the reverse. 

5363 PCGS 1942 PR 67. A pristine specimen, uniformly toned 
a delicate yellow gold and displaying sparkling underlying 
brilliance.

Light gray surfaces with traces of golden 
toning and some prooflikeness visible about the devices. 
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PROOF LIBERTY SEATED DOLLAR 

5378 NGC 1861 PR 65. A very scarce proof dollar of which 

1,000 were struck and more than 600 were melted at year’s 
end as unsold. Only one other proof has been certified by 
NGC 17/92) with PCGS (6/92) also having only graded two 
in in PR 65. This is an enchanting coin with attractive 
golden and blue toning, nearly flawless surfaces, and deeply 
reflective fields. 


TRADE DOLLARS 

5379 NGC 1874-S MS 64. Brilliant with dazzling 
semi-prooflike fields that show myriad die striations on each 
side. Sharply struck except on the forelocks of Liberty’s 
hair. Lightly abraded. An impressive coin and somewhat 
unusual with the semi-reflective fields. 

5380 PCGS 1875-S MS 63. Well struck and lustrous. There are 
several smaller bagmarks that are greatly subdued by the 
speckled toning that covers both sides. 

5381 PCGS 1876 MS 63. Very sharply struck with grav-lavender 
color on the obverse and multi-colored iridescence on the 
reverse. Sharp looking coin for the grade. 

5382 PCGS 1878-S MS 60. The strike is virtually full and both 
surfaces are covered in subtle gray violet and golden toning.

Mostly untoned with satiny mint 
luster.

5394 NGC 1878-CC MS 65. Brilliant and fully struck with a 
semi-prooflike reverse. A clean example of this scarce early 
CC dollar. One of only 79 pieces that have been so graded by 
NGC(7/92). 

5395 PCGS 1878-S MS 65. Brilliant with dazzling snow-white 
luster. 


5396 NGC 1878-S MS 65. Brilliant with full, intricate striking 
details. 

5397 PCGS 1878-S MS 66. Fully struck with incredible 
multi-colored toning over both sides. Quite scarce in MS 66 
with only 107 pieces having been so graded by PCGS (7/92). 

5398 PCGS 1878-S MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Frosty and 
untoned. 

5399 NGC 1878-S MS 65 Prooflike. The surfaces are mostly 
brilliant and exhibit glittering reflectivity in the fields. 

5400 PCGS 1879 MS 64; 1880 MS 64; and an 1881 MS 64. All are 
brilliant and well struck. (Total: 3 coins) 

5401 NGC 1879 MS 64. brilliant; 1882 MS 64, toned; and an 1896

5402 PCGS 1879 MS 65. Mottled golden orange obverse toning, 
with a frosty white reverse. Scarce as a date at the gem 
level. 

5403 PCGS 1879 MS 64 Prooflike. Appealing two-toned surfaces, 
lightly toned at the borders. 

5404 PCGS 1879-S MS 63; 1921 Morgan MS 63; 1922 MS 62; 
1922-D MS 60; 1923 MS 62; 1925 MS 62; and a 1926-D MS 
60. (Total: 7 coins) 

5405 PCGS 1879-S MS 65. Deep multi-colored toning. Sharp 
looking coin. 

5406 NGC 1879-S MS 67. A spectacular coin. Although there is a 
slight cartwheel effect in the fields, there is also enough 
mirrored polish and frost on the devices to give the coin a 
cameoed effect, without it even being a technical PL! 
Brilliant and fully struck.

5410 NGC (2) 1880-S MS 65; and an 1881-S MS 65, all superior 
quality coins for the grade with light peripheral color.

5411 PCGS 1880-S MS 66. Lustrous. 

5412 PCGS 1881 MS 65. Fully struck and brilliant with good 
mint frost. Quite scarce in gem condition. 

5413 PCGS 1881 MS 65. Light silvery gray surfaces with clean, 
well frosted devices. 

5414 NGC 1881-CC MS 65. Satiny and extremely clean for the 
grade, with attractive light gold color framing the central 
devices. 

5415 PCGS 1881-S MS 66. Deep variegated reddish-russet and 
blue toning. 

5416 PCGS 1881-S MS 67. A spectacular Morgan dollar that has 
full prooflike fields on the obverse with a long arc of 
rainbow toning at the top of the reverse. A lovely coin that 
would be difficult to match in terms of sheer visual appeal. 

5417 ComuGrade 1881-S MS 67. Lightly frosted and exhibiting 
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peerless quality surfaces. 

5418 ANACS 1881-S MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike; 1881-S MS 
64; 1882-S MS 64 Prooflike, pronounced cameo on the 
obverse; and an 1883-0 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. 

(Total: 4 coins) 

5419 NGC 1882-CC MS 65. Mostly brilliant with a few luster 
breaks on the obverse. 

5420 PCGS 1882-0 MS 65. A rare and valuable early O-mint 
dollar. This piece has bright, sparkling mint luster and the 
cheek of Liberty has been miraculously spared from any 
detracting abrasions. Brilliant and fully struck. 

5421 PCGS 1882-0 MS 65. This and the following four lots 
all come from the same original source, a 25th wedding 
anniversary book with 25 Morgan dollars dated 1882-0. 
There were several superb examples among this amazing 
group of coins and included were the these five gem 
specimens. This first piece displays a light silvery gray 
toning over both sides and is essentially free of surface 
marks. 

5422 PCGS 1882-0 MS 65. A second gem specimen from this 
group i and incredibly one of seven MS 65 examples of this 
difficult date), exhibiting shimmering, satiny brilliance, a 
full strike and a bare minimum of abrasions. 

Another beautifully preserved 
example, fully brilliant and a gem in every respect .

Superb luster, just lacking a bit of 
central definition. 

5431 PCGS 1883-CC MS 64 Prooflike; NGC 1887-0 MS 63; and a 
PCGS 1899-0 MS 65. All are brilliant and the last two are 
fully struck. (Total: 3 coins) 

5432 PCGS 1883-0. toned obverse; 1900, satiny: and a 1903, 
mostly untoned. All are graded MS 65. < Total: 3 coins) 

5433 NGC 1883-0 MS 65 Prooflike. A brilliant and fully struck 
example of this scarce prooflike dollar. A clean dollar with 
only the slightest abrasions noted on either side. Only 19 
pieces have been so graded by NGC according to their July 
Census Report. 

5434 PCGS 1884 MS 65. Olive-yellow toning on the obverse. 


5435 PCGS 1884-CC MS 65. Superior luster characteristics. 

5436 PCGS 1884-CC MS 65. Fully struck with a surprisingly 
clean cheek for a CC dollar. 

5437 NGC 1884-CC MS 65. semi-prooflike and lightly toned at 
the peripheries; 1885-0 MS 65. refreshingly clean with 
similar golden edge toning; and a 1924 MS 65, satiny 
golden-hued surfaces. (Total: 3 coins) 

5438 ANACS 1884-S AU 50. Fairly good luster for the grade with 
no major marks. 

5439 PCGS 1884-S AU 55. Much luster still remains but there is 
slight rubbing in evidence on the highpoints of each side. 

5440 NGC 1885-0 MS 65 Prooflike. Pinpoint striking details and 
swirling mint frost are the primary characteristics one first 
notices when viewing this coin. Brilliant and quite a flashy 
Morgan dollar. 

5441 NGC 1885-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Lustrous 
devices with a modest contrast on each side. Scarce with 
only 26 pieces having been so graded by NGC (7/92). 

5442 PCGS 1885-S MS 63. Fully struck and fair cleaner than the 
average MS 63 of this issue. 

5443 PCGS 1885-S MS 64. The deep mottled toning on each side 
conceals the small, scattered abrasions one sees when the 
coin is closely examined. A trifle soft over the ear and on the 
eagle’s breast. 

5444 PCGS 1887/6 MS 64. An unusually high grade example 
of this popular overdate. The surfaces show minimal 
abrasions and are semi-prooflike. Just 19 pieces have been 
graded higher by PCGS (7/92). 

5445 PCGS 1887 6-0 MS 63. Satiny and very clean for the 
grade, with the normal softness of strike in the centers. Just 
34 examples of this elusive overdate have been certified as 
such at PCGS (7/92), with a mere 4 graded higher.

Excellent luster with a few pinprick 
abrasions on the cheek of Liberty. 

5451 NGC 1889-S MS 64. Good luster but soft in the centers and 
showing a few reverse spots. Semi-prooflike and toned. 

5452 PCGS 1890 MS 64. Deeply toned on the obverse with a wide 
ring of rainbow color around the rim on the reverse. 

5453 PCGS 1890 MS 65. Wholly original, with a splash of 
iridescent toning above Liberty and soft golden orange 
shades on the reverse. A rarity at the gem level, one of just 
38 specimens graded as such by PCGS (7/92) and none 
higher. 

5454 ComuGrade 1890 MS 65. Satiny, untoned and very clean 
for this generally poor quality issue. 

5455 NGC 1890-S MS 64. A dazzling coin with just a bit of 
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cartwheel in the fields, otherwise prooflike. 

5456 NGC 1890-S MS 65. Bright, flashy luster and an all around 
nice coin for this scarcer S-mint dollar. 

5457 PCGS 1891-CC MS 64. Lustrous with just the lightest 
overlay of color on each side. 

5458 NGC 1891-CC MS 64. Attractive, original toning with 
semi-reflective fields. 

5459 PCGS 1891-0 MS 64. Mostly untoned and satiny, with the 
usual striking weakness in tho centers keeping it out of 65 
criteria. 

5460 NGC 1891-S MS 65. The silvery sheen of bright luster is 
only interrupted by the smallest of luster breaks on the 
obverse with nearly mark-free obverse fields and an almost 
perfect reverse. A lovely, high-end coin. 

5461 PCGS 1892-0 MS 63. Lustrous and. other than a few stray 
marks in the left obverse field, very clean for the grade. 

5462 PCGS 1893 MS 64. Excellent luster and a clean coin for the 
grade with only slight striking softness in the centers. A 
pleasing, upper-end coin. 

5463 PCGS 1893 MS 65. White and frosty, displaying 
shimmering mint luster in the fields. There are few 
appreciable surface marks and an adequate strike on this 
popular date, the only obtainable issue from 1893 in gem 
condition. PCGS has graded only 34 examples as such 
(7/92), with none higher. 

5464 ANACS 1893-CC MS 61 Prooflike. A typical strike that may 
have been dipped a time or two, but shows watery 
reflectivity in the fields. 

5465 PCGS 1893-0 MS 61. A scarce, low mintage dollar that is 
missing from most dollar collections. Softly struck in the 
centers with a number of scattered abrasions beneath the 
toning. 

5466 PCGS 1893-0 MS 62. As Morgan dollar collectors well 
know, the 1893-0 is a very elusive dollar in strict mint 
condition. Of fche 300,000 struck 99 years ago only a handful 
remain today in the various uncirculated grades. As is 
typical for the issue, this piece is flatly struck in the centers 
and shows a number of small abrasions scattered over both 
sides. It is free from any trace of rub, however, and as such 
this brilliant coin should be of considerable interest to 
anyone building a mint state collection in this formidable 
series. 

5467 PCGS 1894 AU 50. A low-mintage Morgan dollar rarity, 
most often seen in well worn grades. The surfaces are 
extremely sharp and display a bright, satiny luster, but 
show a few faint slidemarks on Liberty’s cheek. 

5468 NGC 1894-0 MS 64. One of the choicest examples of 
this condition rarity we’ve seen in quite some time. The 
surfaces are satiny, very well struck and quite lustrous as 
well, with occasional golden orange toning on either side. 
NGC has graded onlv 17 coins equallv and none higher 
(7/92). 

5469 PCGS 1896 MS 65. Swirling orange and blue green obverse 
toning; milky shades of gray and golden orange appear on 
the reverse. 

5470 NGC 1896 MS 65. satiny and uniformly toned; and a PCGS 
1902-0 MS 65, mostly brilliant. (Total: 2 coins) 

5471 PCGS 1896 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Brilliant, fully 
struck, and showing good contrast, especially on the 
obverse. 

5472 PCGS 1897-S MS 63. twenty pieces, a uniformly lustrous 
group of coins. Most show some light color but a few are 
untoned. (Total: 20 coins) 


5473 PCGS 1897-S MS 64. twenty pieces. Excellent luster 
throughout and each has light color that tends to subdue 
the effect of what abrasions there may be. Not as scarce a 
date as once believed, the 1897-S is still a popular and 
somewhat better issue and this is an opportunity for the 
astute investor to purchase a "roll" of MS 64 examples of 
this date. (Total: 20 coins) 

5474 PCGS 1897-S MS 65, ten coins. An unusual opportunity to 
acquire a quantity of this scarcer late date Morgan. The 
luster on these coins is thick and frosted and each piece is 
lightly toned. A well produced San Francisco dollar that is 
rarely available in quantities, especially in MS 65 condition. 
(Total: 10 coins) 

5475 PCGS 1897-S MS 65. Well preserved, frosty surfaces under 
a milky silvery gold toning. The first of five choice examples. 

5476 PCGS 1897-S MS 65. Similar in both quality and 
appearance to the previous coin. 

5477 PCGS 1897-S MS 65. Another lightly toned gem. 

5478 PCGS 1897-S MS 65. Like the others, splashed in milky 
toning. 

5479 PCGS 1897-S MS 65. Minimally abraded beneath light gray 
and golden toning. 

5480 PCGS 1898 MS 65. A clean, well struck example of this 
scarcer late date P-mint Morgan. 

5481 PCGS 1898 MS 65 Prooflike. Well mirrored with bold, frosty 
devices and just a trace of golden toning on the obverse. 

Gem prooflike examples of this date are quite scarce and, _ 
significantly, no specimens have graded higher than MS 65 
Prooflike at PCGS (7/92). 

5482 PCGS 1898-0 MS 66 Deep Mirror Prooflike. A lovely 
cameo prooflike dollar that is snow-white and virtually 
abrasion-free. The strike is complete and there is good 
depth of reflectivity in the fields. Very scarce in such lofty 
condition with only 10 coins certified as such according to 
the July Population Report. 

5483 PCGS 1899 MS 63, three pieces. A uniform group of coins 
that are similarly well struck with good luster and light 
color. (Total: 3 coins) 

5484 PCGS 1899 MS 63. Fully struck and brilliant except for a 
swath of light brown across the reverse. 

5485 PCGS 1899 MS 64. A choice and virtually untoned example 
of this low mintage issue. 

5486 NGC 1899 MS 65. Always a popular date because of the low 
reported mintage, the ’99-P actually is quite elusive in gem 
condition. Only 38 pieces have been so graded by NGC 
(7/92). Sparkling mint luster with a clean cheek on Liberty. 

5487 PCGS 1899 MS 66. This is nicest 1899-P we can remember 
having seen. The surfaces are toned a rich golden-rose and 
close examination shows that there are no "surprises" 
hidden beneath the color on this coin. Well struck with 
smooth mint luster over both sides. Very scarce with only 31 
pieces having been so graded by PCGS (7/92). 

5488 PCGS 1899-0 MS 66. The cheek of Liberty is smooth and 
unblemished and each side has an accent of peripheral 
color. 

5489 PCGS 1899-S MS 64. A lightly toned example of this scarce 
late date S-mint dollar. Well struck with very few marks on 
either side. 

5490 PCGS 1900-0 MS 65. Thick luster with minimal abrasions 
but just a bit soft over the ear and on the breast feathers. 

5491 PCGS 1900-0/CC MS 63, two pieces. A lustrous, well struck 
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pair. (Total: 2 coins) 

5492 PCGS 1900-0 CC MS 64. Fully struck and brilliant with 
strong luster. Scarce this fine. 

5493 PCGS 1900-0/CC MS 64. Bright satiny luster. 

5494 PCGS 1900-S MS 64. The satiny luster is fully evident even 
through the light golden and rose toning. Full strike. 

5495 PCGS 1900-S MS 64. Light, even color and quite clean 
surfaces with subdued, satiny luster. A trifle softly struck. 

5496 PCGS 1900-S MS 64. Full satiny brilliance and an 
above-average strike. 

5497 NGC 1900-S MS 64. Mottled golden-brown and blue toning 
over both sides with strong underlying luster. 

5498 PCGS 1901-S MS 64. Extremely sharp for the issue, with no 
roller marks and an appealing semi-prooflike finish to the 
fields. A virtual gem that should please the most 
discriminating Morgan dollar collector. 

5499 PCGS 1902-0 MS 66. Despite its commonness in the lower 
grades of mint state, the 1902-0 is quite elusive in MS 66 
condition. Only 64 pieces have been so graded according to 
the July Population Report. This piece has smooth, 
silvery-gray surfaces that are remarkably free from 
post-striking impairments. 

5500 PCGS 1902-0 MS 66. The bright satiny luster is covered 
with streaks of deep lavender and brown toning that adds 
considerable visual interest to this pristine example of this 
popular New Orleans issue. 

5501 PCGS 1902-S MS 64. Toned in different colors from side to 
side with sparkling underlying luster. A pleasing example of 
this scarce S-mint dollar. 

5502 PCGS 1903 MS 63, four pieces, each coin is fully struck and 
shows bright satiny luster. »Total: 4 coins) 

5503 PCGS 1903 MS 64. Well struck with superb luster 
characteristics and just a touch of mild patina. 

5504 PCGS 1903 MS 64. two coins and (2) 1926 MS 64. All the 
pieces are fully struck and only one of the 1926 dollars 
shows even the lightest hint of color. (Total: 4 coins) 

5505 NGC 1903 MS 65. Dazzling chrome-like brilliance, 
attractively framed about the edges in golden toning. 

5506 PCGS 1903 MS 66. A fully struck coin with deep, speckled, 
multi-colored toning that is well matched on each side. 
Pristine surfaces with smooth, satiny luster. Scarce in such 
superior condition. 

5507 PCGS 1903-0 MS 62. It’s been 30 years since the glory days 
of this popular date. 

5508 PCGS 1903-0 MS 63. Brilliant. 

5509 PCGS 1903-0 MS 63. Satiny and untoned. 

5510 NGC 1903-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Speckled 
peripheral toning with surfaces that show remarkable depth 
of mirrors for the date. NGC has graded just 2 coins in like 
condition and none higher in the DMPL category (7/92). 

5511 PCGS 1904-0 MS 66. Very sharply struck with thick satiny 
luster. One of the nicest examples of this date we have seen 
in some time. 

5512 PCGS 1904-0 MS 66 Prooflike. Fully brilliant and 
struck, with glittering reflectivity to the fields. Prooflike 
examples of this date are not particularly scarce, but their 
availability falls off quickly above MS 64. In this lofty 
condition, only 14 specimens have been graded by PCGS 
(7 92). 


PROOF MORGAN DOLLAR 

5513 ANACS 1901 PR 62. 'While perhaps not the most exciting 
grade for a proof Morgan, this coin does present the 
collector with an affordable example of this rare (as a 
business strike) dollar. Medium density color over both sides 
with moderately reflective mirrors in the fields. 


PEACE DOLLARS 

5514 NGC 1921 MS 64. Satiny and basically untoned, with some 
of the usual striking weakness in the centers. 

5515 PCGS 1922 MS 63, five pieces, all are fully struck and 
lustrous with light toning. (Total: 5 coins) 

5516 PCGS 1922-S MS 64. The obverse is especially mark-free 
and both sides exhibit better sharpness than is most often 
seen on this conditionally rare date. 

5517 PCGS 1923-D MS 65. A very scarce Peace dollar in gem 
condition. Most mint state ’23-D dollars have numerous 
small abrasions that preclude a high grade and virtually all 
examples are heavily die cracked around the rims on the 
obverse. This is an exceptionally clean coin that has 
excellent luster and is toned a deep lilac with blue at the 
peripheries. One of only 115 pieces to have been so graded 
by PCGS (7/92). 

5518 NGC 1924-S MS 63. A frosty and wholly original example, 
darkened at the edges. 

5519 PCGS 1924-S MS 64, clean, matte-like obverse with a more 
lustrous reverse; and a 1935 MS 64, bright, satiny and 
strictly gem quality on the obverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

5520 PCGS 1925-S MS 63; and a 1927 MS 63. A brilliant pair. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

5521 NGC 1926 MS 64; and a 1927-D MS 62. both untoned. 

(Total: 2 coins) 

5522 PCGS 1926 MS 65. Brilliant with the cheek of Liberty being 
almost untouched by contact with other coins. Fully struck. 

5523 NGC 1926-S MS 64. Fully struck with excellent luster and 
subtle iridescent toning. A really nice example of this 
somewhat scarcer date. 

5524 PCGS 1927 MS 64. A near gem that displays sparkling mint 

5525 PCGS 1927-D MS 63, fully struck with only minor 
abrasions; and a 1934 MS 63, sharply struck with just the 
lightest layer of patina over each side. (Total: 2 coins) 

5526 NGC 1927-S MS 64. Both sides of this elusive issue display a 
bright, satiny mint luster and just a couple of well scattered 
abrasions. 

5527 PCGS 1928 MS 63. Full, razor-sharp strike with a layer of 
hazy gray patina over both sides. Scarce key date issue. 

5528 PCGS 1928 MS 64. Sharply struck with slightly mottled 
lavender toning. Scarce. 

5529 PCGS 1928 MS 64. Fully struck with bright frosted mint 
luster. A premium coin for the grade. 

5530 PCGS 1928-S MS 65. An extraordinarily difficult Peace 
dollar to locate in full gem condition. In fact, there have 
been fewer MS 65 1928-S dollars certified by PCGS (13 
according to the July Report) than any other date in the 
series. This piece has excellent luster and barely any 
abrasions with a full strike. Toned in tiny dots of 
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golden-rose. blue, and gray like a pointillest painting. 

5531 NGC 1934-D MS 64. Frosty surfaces under a blanket of 
swirling golden gray toning. 

5532 PCGS 1934-D MS 65. Another lovely, high-grade Peace 
dollar and one that shows smooth, lustrous surfaces that 
are only interrupted by the smallest of luster breaks. Fully 
struck. A coin that belongs in the finest set of Peace dollars. 

5533 PCGS 1934-S MS 64. Perhaps this was an 
end-of-the-roll coin at one time as the obverse shows deep, 
speckled russet and golden-oiive toning while the reverse is 
essentially brilliant. Very sharply struck and a nice, 
attractive, and original example of scarce key date Peace 
dollar. 

5534 NGC 1934-S MS 65. White and satiny, displaying no 
appreciable surface marks and just a whisper of softness in 
Liberty’s middle curls. Long recognized as the key to the 
Peace "dollar series and, while it has been overtaken by a 
couple of other S-mint dates in gem condition, still an 
elusive and always popular issue. 

5535 PCGS 1935 MS 64. Milky golden and lilac patina across 
both sides. 

5536 PCGS 1935 MS 64. The surfaces exhibit a bright, satiny 
finish and display some milky toning on the reverse. 


COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

5537 PCGS 1917 McKinley MS 64. A lustrous specimen with 
rich reddish-gold color. Clean surfaces as well with no 
visible signs of coin-to-coin contact to the unaided eye. 


ONE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5538 PCGS 1849-0 AU 58. Fully struck with almost complete 
luster and rich reddish-golden color. Somewhat scarce as an 
issue. Trencb^$285 in AU 50, $950 in MS 60 (7/20). 

5539 PCGS 1851 AU 58. Faint obverse hairlines. 

5540 NGC 1853-0 AU 53. Along with the 1849-0, the ’53-0 is 
one of the more available New Orleans Type One gold 
dollars. This piece is well struck with most of the original 
luster still remaining. Trends $260 in AU 50, $625 in MS 60 
(7/20). 

5541 PCGS 1854-S AU 58. A fairly low-mintage (14.362) Type 
One date that is most often seen in VF to XF condition. 
Lustrous surfaces. 

5542 PCGS 1854 Type Two XF 40. A bold strike with rose and 
violet iridescent highlights. 

5543 PCGS 1854 Type Two AU 50. Sharply struck with only 
slight evidence of die clashing and a small area of buckling 
at the top of the obverse. Trends $800 17/20). 

5544 PCGS 1862 AU 58. Only a touch of friction removes this 
original looking coin from the mint state level. 

5545 NGC 1877 MS 60. A prooflike, but scuffy example of this low 
mintage (3,900) issue. Mint state survivors are rather 
evenly dispersed among the different grades, with this being 
the only specimen graded as such by NGC (7/92). 


EARLY QUARTER EAGLE 

5546 NGC 1834 AU 58. Sharply struck with semi-prooflike fields 
and only small, scattered abrasions. Scarce so fine. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

5547 PCGS 1843-D XF 45. One of the more "common" 

Dahlonega quarter eagles from this mint, this is an original 
coin that shows a considerable amount of red and olive 
color, is well struck, and has no detracting abrasions on 
either side. Trends $1150 in XF 40, $2800 in AU 50 (//20). 

5548 ANACS 1846-D XF 40. Somewhat scarcer issue with clean 
surfaces that show slight color around the peripheries. 
Trends $1250 (7/20). 

5549 ANACS 1854-0 XF 45. Rich reddish color around the 
peripheries. 

5550 PCGS 1857 MS 62. While the 1857 is one of the more 
commonly encountered quarter eagles from the 1850s, one 
must use the word "common” with care as there have only 
been 8 coins certified in this grade by PCGS (7/92) out of a 
total of 21 in all MS grades for the date. This is a sharply 
struck coin, except of course on the eagle’s leg which is 
always weak on this date, and the surfaces show only a few 
scattered marks and deep reddish-gold color. Trends $480 in 
MS 60. $1175 in MS 63 (7/20). 

5551 NGC 1871-S AU 55. Like most S-mint gold issues from this 
era, scarce in grades approaching mint state and quite 
elusive in MS 60 or better condition. Trends $875 in AU 50 
and $3,250 in MS 60(7/20). 

5552 NGC 1873 Closed 3 AU 50. Scarcer type of the year and a 
relatively clean coin for the grade. 

5553 NGC 1887 AU 53. Somewhat scarcer late date issue but a 
trifle baggy. 

5554 PCGS 1906 MS 60. Vibrant color and luster, but a hairline 
or two on the obverse from a higher grade. 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

5555 PCGS 1911 MS 63. Lustrous and fully struck. 

5556 NGC 1911 MS 63. The surfaces exhibit a thick, satinlike 
brilliance. 

5557 PCGS 1911-D VF 25. Weak D. Original and quite pleasing 
for the grade, but detection of the mintmark requires 
magnification. 

5558 PCGS 1914-D AU 50. Rich orange gold coloration. 

5559 NGC 1914-D MS 62. Sharply defined with a grainy texture 
to the surfaces. 

5560 PCGS 1925-D MS 63. Much reddish color can be seen on 
each side. Only one mark is apparent, that being a 
horizontal one above the eagle’s wing on the reverse. 

5561 NGC 1925-D MS 63. The rarity of this lot is the original 
black NGC holder, issued for only a brief time in its initial 
year. 


THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5562 PCGS 1874 XF 40. Light, even wear. 

5563 NGC 1878 MS 62. While the surfaces are slightly 
roughened by coin-to-coin contact, this is a highly lustrous 
coin that shows several areas of deep russet encrustations 
around the obverse rim. Colorful also with subtle rose and 
olive patina and several darker streaks of coppery tinting on 
the reverse. 
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PROOF THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECE 

5564 ANACS 1888 PR 50 Whizzed. The surfaces have been dulled 
by the abrasive action of whizzing but the coin is still 
identifiable as a proof although the fields have a subdued 
reflectivity. There are a few small marks on each side but 
nothing large or offensive. 


EARLY HALF EAGLES 

5565 NGC 1799 AU 53. This 18th century gold coin shows 
slight evidence of handling on the highpoints with a 
fuzziness in the fields one associates with light circulation. 
Still, there is a considerable amount of luster remaining and 
the strike is quite sharp. Both sides show a rich 
reddish-orange color and good detailing on the devices. 
Trends $5850 in AU 50. $12,850 in MS 60 (7/20). 

5566 PCGS 1813 XF 40. First year of the Capped Head Left 
design half eagles and widely collected as such. This piece 
has unnaturally bright surfaces that show some reddish 
color around the devices. There are a few minor abrasions 
and one rim nick at 12 o’clock on the obverse. Trends $2175 

a 120). 

5567 PCGS 1834 Plain 4 XF 40. A minor mark is seen below 
Liberty’s chin. Pleasing golden orange highlights. 

5568 PCGS 1836 AU 50. Well struck with deep red and olive color 
on each side. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

5569 NGC 1840 XF 45. Broad Mill. Well struck and problem-free. 
Significantlv scarcer than the Narrow Mill variety. Trends 
$815 in XF 40, $2050 in AU 50 (7/20) 

5570 NGC 1842-D Small Date AU 50. The surfaces on this 
elusive Dahlonega half eagle display a bright green gold 
finish. They are virtually fully struck and show only minor 
scuffiness in the fields. Significant amounts of luster are 
visible in the protected areas. Trends $3,550 (7/20). 

5571 PCGS 1847 AU 53. A solid AU example of this No Motto 
five, fully detailed and displaying only a few scattered 
marks. 

5572 NGC 1854-C AU 55. Green gold surfaces that are a bit 
mushy on the high points, but exhibit enough remaining 
luster to easilv qualify as an AU. Verv scarce in high grades. 
Trends $4,400 in AU 50 and $10,250 in MS 60 (7/20). 

5573 NGC L857-C AU 53. Another Charlotte five that is very 
scarce in high grades. The surfaces are bright and uniformly 
sharp, but are hampered by some noticeable marks in the 
fields. Trends $3,350 in AU 50 (7/20). 

5574 PCGS 1858-D XF 45. Above average strike for the issue 
with only slight softness on the hair curls and neck feathers 
of the eagle. Semi-prooflike fields and showing the usual 
beveled rims. Scarce. Trends $1225 in XF 40. $3000 in AU 
50 (7/20). 

5575 PCGS 1861-D XF 40. The 1861-D is one of the most 
widely recognized rarities in the half eagle series. Its 
mintage was a paltry 1,597 pieces, the coins being struck 
prior to the surrender of the mint facility to Confederate 
forces in 1861. This is a nice, problem-free coin that has 
much reddish-pink color and no detracting abrasions. It is 
very well detailed also with only slight softness on the stars 
and eagle’s claw. Trends $7250 (7/20). 

5576 NGC 1869 AU 50. A very rare With Motto half eagle 
with a mintage of only 1,785 pieces. No mint state coins are 


known and this date becomes a condition rarity above XF 40 
with only a small handful of pieces in AU. This is a sharply 
defined piece with the usual bright prooflike fields this date 
is known for. Trends $6100 (7/20). 

5577 NGC 1869-S XF 40. Minimally worn for the date, with 
bright, fairly mark-free surfaces. The vast majority of 
1869-S half eagles are Fine or VF at best, so the appearance 
of an XF is unusual. Trends $3,300 (7/20). 

5578 PCGS 1871-S Fine 15. Scarce. Trends $225 in Fine 12 
(7/20). 

5579 PCGS 1872-S Fine 12. Well worn but an original, 
untampered coin. Scarce even in this grade. Trends $215 
(7/20). 

5580 PCGS 1881 MS 60. Bright orange and steel blue highlights. 

5581 PCGS 1891-CC MS 61. Fully struck with good luster and a 
few scattered abrasions. 

5582 NGC 1895-S AU 55. Scarce date with much original luster. 


INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

5583 PCGS 1909-D MS 60. Boldly struck. 

5584 NGC 1909-D MS 62. Frosty devices. 

5585 NGC 1911-D AU 50. Smooth, minimally worn surfaces. The 
highest affordable condition for this scarce, key date 
five-dollar Indian. 

5586 PCGS 1916-S MS 62. Quite frosty on the devices, with sharp 
detail overall and well scattered surface marks. This date is 
popular as the most readily available mint state issue of the 
S-mint fives in the Indian head series. 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

5587 NGC 1845 AU 50. A truly scarce No Motto ten that has 
been overlooked for years and has only recently been 
appreciated for its real rarity. This lustrous example is one 
of only a few specimens known above XF condition. Trends 
$8,150 (7/20). 

5588 PCGS 1847-0 XF 40. Green gold surfaces, flatly struck on 
the stars. 

5589 NGC 1854-S XF 40. Moderately abraded. One of the more 
common No Motto tens. 

5590 PCGS 1871-CC AU 50. A very rare Carson City ten 
that is seldom found above VF condition. This is one of the 
finest examples known of this key issue, in fact, it may well 
be THE finest. It is the finest coin certified by either of the 
major grading services and has been so recently graded that 
it does not appear on the July Population Report. The coin 
itself has pleasing fields that show no detracting marks. 
Some luster remains and there are no copper stains on 
either side. A rare opportunity to acquire this key Carson 
City ten-dollar. Trends $14,500 (7/20). 

5591 NGC 1873-S AU 53. One of the finest known examples of 
this elusive date (mintage: 12,000). both in terms of overall 
availability and condition rarity. No mint state examples 
have been graded by either NGC or PCGS and only 2 
specimens have graded AU at NGC (7/92). 

5592 NGC 1881 MS 64. Vibrant satiny orange surfaces, boldly 
detailed and free of obvious abrasions. Not particularly 
scarce in lower mint state grades, but choice example are 
quite elusive. NGC has graded just 2 specimens in MS 64 
and none higher (7/92). 
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5593 ANACS 1882-0 AU 50. Well struck with bright prooflike 
fields. A scarce 0-inint ten from the 1880s. 

5594 NGC 1884-S AU 53. A scarce date with few coins known in 
mint state. Good luster and well brought up. 

5595 PCGS 1885 MS 62. While only moderately scarce as a date, 
the 1885 is a significant condition rarity in mint state. Only 
3 coins have been so graded by PCGS (7/92) with 2 finer. 
Trends $750 in MS 60, $4250 in MS 63 (7/20). 

5596 PCGS 1893 MS 63. Quite scarce in MS 63 with only 47 
pieces having been so graded by PCGS (7/20). Sharply 
struck with excellent luster. 

5597 PCGS 1896 MS 63. Satiny and struck with exceptional 
detail. An appealing yellow gold patina outlines either side. 
As a date, the 1896 is fairly scarce in uncirculated, with the 
vast majority of those grading MS 60 or MS 61. Select 
examples are virtually nonexistent and this attractive piece 
is currently (7/92) the single highest graded specimen 
certified by PCGS. 

5598 Hallmark 1899 MS 61. Baggy. 

5599 PCGS 1901-0 MS 60. A scarce New Orleans issue that is 
especially elusive in mint state. 

5600 PCGS 1903-0 AU 58. Sharply struck with almost complete 
mint luster. 

5601 PCGS 1903-0 AU 58. Light, scattered abrasions and 
missing just a bit of luster. 

5602 PCGS 1907 MS 60. An abraded, but fully lustrous specimen. 


INDIAN EAGLES 

5603 ANACS 1907 No Periods MS 60. 

5604 ANACS 1908 No Motto MS 61. Clean and lustrous, but a 
trifle soft in Liberty’s curls. 

5605 NGC 1909-SK4U 55. Well struck with subtle pinkish-rose 
color. Scarce issue. 

5606 NGC 1911-D XF 45. A very rare date in this popular series. 
Akers ranks it as second of 32 issues in mint state. This coin 
is 15 points removed from mint condition but is in a more 
affordable grade range that still shows good detailing and 
onlv the slightest abrasions. Trends $595 in XF 40. $950 in 
AU 50 (7/20). 

5607 PCGS 1913 MS 63. The yellow gold surfaces exhibit a 
satin-like finish and. other than a minor scuff in the right 
reverse field, are especially clean. 

5608 PCGS 1926 MS 61. Moderately abraded with flashes of 
coppery orange color on the reverse. 


LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

5609 PCGS 1852 AU 53. Well struck overall, with few actual 
abrasions and only a few wispy hairlines. 

5610 NGC 1858-0 AU 50. A very scarce Type One twenty that 
is seldom seen in any condition but is a major condition 
rarity in AU. There have been no mint state pieces certified 
by either of the major services and this is the only AU 
graded by NGC (7/92). This is an especially well struck coin 
that still shows considerable prooflikeness in the fields. 
There are numerous small abrasions on each side with a 
couple of larger ones as well on the obverse. Trends $5750 
(7/20). 

5611 PCGS 1859-S XF 45. Pleasing yellow gold surfaces, with 


ample remaining luster. 

5612 NGC 1859-S AU 50. A lustrous, modestly abraded specimen. 
Trends $1,050 (7/20). 

5613 PCGS 1860-0 XF 40. Ranked by Akers as third rarest of 
all thirteen New Orleans twenties, the 1860-0 is also a 
condition rarity with only a small handful of coins in finer 
condition that this piece, it is unknown in mint state. Not 
much remains of the prooflike fields that are always seen on 
these coins but the diagnostic weakness on the first four 
stars is evident. There is a long curving scratch across the 
cheek of Liberty but elsewhere the surfaces are clean and 
problem-free with medium orange-gold color. Trends $6000 
(7/20). 

5614 PCGS 1867-S MS 60. Forget this date's mintage of 
nearly 1 million coins when calculating its rarity in any 
condition, but partcularly at the mint state level. The vast 
majority of survivors grade VF to XF and specimens even 
approaching uncirculated are extremely scarce. This 
original and frosty specimen is currently (7/92) the only 
example graded MS 60 or better by PCGS. Trends $13,250 
(7/20). 

5615 PCGS 1869-S AU 50. One of the more available Type Two 
twenties but quite elusive in grades higher than AU 50. 
Lustrous with a few minor marks and flatly struck on the 
stars as always. Trends $1250 (7/20). 

5616 NGC 1869-S AU 58. Lustrous with just a hint of obverse 
friction from uncirculated. Most 1869-S twenties are well 
worn and even low-end AU specimens are seldom seen. 
Trends $1,250 in AU 50 and $6,650 in MS 60 (7/20). 

5617 PCGS 1871-CC VF 35. Traces of prooflike luster are still 
visible within the protected areas. Minor scrape between 
stars 1 and 2. The 1871-CC is the second rarest double eagle 
from the Carson City mint, one of 17,387 pieces struck, and 
most remaining examples grade Fine to VF. Trends $1,900 
in VF 20 and $4,500 in XF 40 (7/20). 

5618 PCGS 1873-CC AU 50. While the mintage was low for 
this issue with only 22,410 pieces struck, one might think 
that several high grade pieces would have survived, but 
apparently only one marginal MS 60 exists (graded by 
NGC). This is a pleasing, original coin that shows no 
obvious or detracting marks and rich reddish-orange color 
around the devices. Trends $5150 (7/92). 

5619 PCGS 1876-S AU 53. Lustrous and very appealing. 

5620 PCGS 1878 AU 50. A scarcer date among the early Type 
Threes. A bit undergraded overall with a reverse that 
appears fully mint state. Trends $430 (7/20). 

5621 NGC 1889 AU 58. A popular coin because of its low mintage 
(44,111) but not as difficult as one might think. Still, quite 
elusive in this near-mint condition. Sharply struck with a 
number of small abrasions on each side and good amounts of 
luster remaining. 

5622 NGC 1890-CC AU 53. A common date and a popular one 
because of the CC mintmark. Bright surfaces with good 
luster (especially on the reverse) and no large marks. 

5623 PCGS 1890-S AU 50. Good luster for the grade. Scarce. 

5624 NGC 1890-S AU 58. Sharply struck with only a touch of rub 
on the highpoints. Quite difficult to locate this fine. 

5625 NGC 1891-CC XF 40. Evenly worn, with underlying 
prooflike qualities. Just 5,000 examples of this elusive 
Carson City issue were struck and. in terms of its overall 
availability, it is the third rarest date from this popular 
mint. Trends $2,650 (7/20). 

5626 PCGS 1891-CC AU 50. A very rare Carson City twenty 
with an impressively low mintage of only 5,000 pieces. A few 
AU coins are occasionally available but in strict mint state 
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there are only a couple of pieces known. This is a very 
pleasing coin for the grade with clean surfaces and rich 
reddish color in the fields. Well struck. Trends $5300 (7/20). 

5627 NGC 1894 MS 63. Whale plentifully available in the lower 
grades of mint state, the 1894 becomes very difficult at the 
MS 63 level.

Avery scarce post-1900 twenty Lib. with 
only 58,900 pieces struck. Generally unavailable any finer 
than this piece. This coin is well struck and retains almost 
complete mint luster on the reverse. Trends $625 in AU 50, 
$1775 in MS 60(7/20). 


PROOF LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

5631 PCGS 1906 PR 63. Glittering, fully original surfaces, 
with mild contrast beween the mirror fields and frosted 
devices. A few wispy hairlines are detectable with a glass, 
but the overall appeal of this select example is 
above-average for the grade. Possibly 50 to 60 of the 94 
proofs issued survive today. 

5632 PCGS 1907 PR 63. The surfaces on this final year 
Liberty proof exhibit a watery reflectivity and lack the 
contrast seen on earlier issues. Just 78 proofs were struck 
for collectors, nearly half of which eventually saw 
circulation or, worse yet, were eventually melted.

5640 NGC 1914-S MS 64. Vibrant luster and surface quality that 
approaches the gem level.

5643 NGC 1924-D MS 61. Highly lustrous and just a few stray 
marks from a select grade. All mintmarked Saints from this 
year forward are quite elusive in mint state.

R.4. Long Arrows variety. Sharply struck in the centers 
with some softness at the peripheries. There are a few 
abrasions scattered over each side, but none that are 
particularly troublesome. Only the slightest bit of luster still 
remains within the devices on the reverse. A well preserved 
example from this popular California private coiner. 

5748 PCGS 1850 Moffat Five-Dollar XF 45. K-7. R.4. 

Bright yellow-gold surfaces with a couple of small copper 
stains in the center of the obverse. The coin has a matte-like 
appearance, apparently from metal flow from improperly 
basined dies. Lightly abraded but no large marks or edge 
bumps.

5749 NGC 1859 Indian Cent, Judd-228. R.l. MS 64. Regular 
Indian cent design with the addition of the shield as on 
1860. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain edge. Lustrous 
with pleasing red and brown color. 

5750 PCGS 1859 Indian Cent. Judd-228. R.l, MS 65. Regular 
Indian cent design of 1859 with the reverse of 1860 showing 
the shield at the top. Struck in copper-nickel with a plain 
edge. One of the most (if not THE most) common patterns 
and one of the few available as a business strike. While 
rated R.l by Judd and Kosoff. this pattern may be slightly 
scarcer than that, perhaps deserving an R.3 rating. 

5751 NGC 1859 Half Dollar. Judd-237. R.4. PR 62. The 
well-known Longacre design for the half dollar paired with 
the thick "cereal wreath" reverse with HALF DOLLAR in 
the center. Struck in silver with a reeded edge. Hairlined 
and showing only a slight bit of color on each side. 

5752 PCGS 1859 Half Dollar. Judd-238, R.4, PR 62 Red and 
Brown. The Longacre design as above, but struck in copper 
with a reeded edge. The obverse was vigorously cleaned and 
both sides show a red-brown and steely-blue color. A bit 
rarer than R.4 and perhaps deserving of a R.5 rating. 

5753 PCGS 1859 Half Dollar. Judd-239. R.4. PR 60. The same 
design as the two preceding but with the substitution of 1/2 
DOLLAR in the center of the reverse. Struck in silver with 
a reeded edge. Harshly cleaned and brilliant throughout. 
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Also deserving of an R.5 rarity rating. 

5754 NGC 1868 Ten-Cents, Judd-647, R.5, PR 65. This is a 
strange amalgam of design, denomination, metal, and edge 
finish. The design is of the Large cent as used in 1857 with 
the center of the reverse reading TEN CENTS. Struck in 
nickel with a plain edge. The surfaces are clean and highly 
lustrous with the nickel alloy remaining mostly bright with 
only a slight gray haze over each side. A scarce and unusual 
pattern. 

5755 NGC 1869 Ten-Cents. Judd-696, R.5, PR 63. Standard 
Silver dime pattern with Liberty’s cap decorated with three 
stars and IN GOD WE TRUST on a scroll in the exergual 
area. The re rse has 10 CENTS in the center and is 
surrounded by a wreath of oak and laurel with STANDARD 
SILVER above and the date below. Struck in silver with a 
reeded edge. Toned in deep shades of purple, blue, and light 
golden. 

5756 PCGS 1869 Standard Silver Dime. Judd-702. R.5, PR 65. 

Standard Silver dime pattern showing Liberty wearing 
a diadem with IN GOD W T E TRUST on a scroll in the 
exergual area. The reverse is the often seen design with an 
oak and laurel wreath and the date below. Struck in silver 
with a reeded edge. Deeply toned in shades of blue and 
purple with a strong mirrored effect in the fields and 
pristine surfaces. 

5757 PCGS 1869 Twenty-Five Cents. Judd-737, R.6. PR 60. 

Standard Silver quarter with Liberty wearing a coronet 
paired with the usual reverse. Struck in aluminum with a 
reeded edge. As one might expect from the grade, the coin 
shows a few problems such as oxidation, planchet flaking, 
and spotting. 

5758 PCGS 1870 Quarter, Judd-894. R.6. PR 63. Standard Silver 
quarter showing the head of Liberty wearing a diadem with 
IN GOD WE TRUST on a scroll below. The reverse has 25 
CENTS 1870 in the center and is surrounded by a wreath of 
cotton and corn with STANDARD above. Struck in silver 
with a reeded edge. Toned in deep multi-colored shades and 
showing good reflectivity in the fields. Not quite as rare as 
R.6 and perhaps deserving a re-rating as an R.5 pattern. 

5759 PCGS 1870-Standard Dollar, Judd-999, R.6, PR 64 Brown. 

The Barber Seated Liberty design showing Liberty 
grasping a shield in her right hand, laurel wreath in the left 
hand. The reverse shows 1 DOLLAR in the center 
surrounded by a wreath of cotton and corn with 
STANDARD above. Even brown patina over both sides with 
no obvious or detracting marks. 

5760 PCGS 1870 Dollar. Judd-1005, R.6. PR 63 Red and Brown. 
Barber’s Seated Liberty design showing Liberty’s right 
hand resting on a rectangular shield with Liberty pole 
behind that arm. The reverse is from the regular dies. 

Struck in copper with a plain edge. This is a clean coin 
overall that shows no significant problems but is rather 
deeply patinated with most of the surfaces being a 
steely-blue with some underlying iridescence. 

5761 NGC 1871 Dime, Judd-1085, R.7. PR 65 Red and Brown. 

The obverse shows the Longacre design with Liberty 
seated holding a Liberty Pole with conjoined flags behind. 

The reverse is of the regular dies. Struck in copper with a 
reeded edge. An attractive piece with most of the original 
red color remaining on the obverse although somewhat 
subdued on the reverse. 
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
